moſt important and eſſential nature! Here too we ſee 
that there is no revenge like the revenge of tyrants, when 
diſappointed or difpleaſed—and that, in their. beſt ſea» 
ſons, it is utterly impoſſible for men of that claſs, to 
make their beſt friends happy—or themſelves eaſy or 
ſafe: and how loudly does this ſacred paſſage proclaim 
the utter uncertainty of the ſucceſs of proſperous uſur- 
pers——the diſgraceful nature of all their glories, and 
the abſolute certainty of their fall—a fall, than which 
none can be conceived more ignominious and wretched : 
hated, they roſe—deſpiſed, they * unlamented, 
my fink and periſh. 


Bu whilſt the hiſtory now reviewed exhibits, as in a 


lively mirrour, the evil of national ingratitude to Gop; 
A reminds us, in the mean time, that nothing more fut-

ſure is now moſt humbly ſubmitted. 


Bur, to conclude all, I beg it may never be forgotten, 
that no meaſure will be effectual to feeure the happineſs 
of this land, if its inhabitants remember not the Lord their 
God: the intereſt of CuyrrsT's kingdom in the world 
ſhould ever lie neareſt the hearts af à people, whoſe in- 
tereſts have been ſq dear to him. Righteouſneſs is the 
only thing that really exalteth a nation.
